Ray Gibbons. a messenger boy. of 14 years 
employed by: the Western Union, was found 
dead in bed yesterday by his mother. The 
boy went to his post in; the Baltimore and 
Ohio station on Memorial day. His chums 
say they saw him for the last time when at 
about 5p. m. he was sent out on an errand. 
and then he looked” white as a sheét.”’ 

At an inquest in the Gibbons home at 1839 
West Madison street the coroner's jury 
ascribed the death to acute gastritis. 

‘*I believe iny boy was poisoned,’ Mre. Gib- 
bons said. “ He did not feel well when he 
came home on Thursday night, and I gave 
him a teaspoonful of sal hepatica and another 
one of Rochelle salts. He complained again 
on Friday of his stomach, I went to a drug 
store and got two powders for him. I don't 
know what they were, There was foam at 
his mouth when I found him dead."’ 

The two powders were gold to Mrs. Gibbons 
in. the drug store of Alexander Horwitz at 
1860 West Madison street. The druggist said 
he had given her bismuth, and that this sub- 
stance is harmless in almost any quantity.

AIDING SICK WIFE 


Fire Lieutenant Goldén Speeds 
in Auto for Help; Fatal- 
ly Hurt by Crash. 


TRAMPLED ON BY HORSES 


Lieut. Thomas E. Golden of fire engine com- 
pany 27 feared hie wife was dying last night. 
She was at the family residence, 2106 Lincoln 
place, breathing faintly. Word reached the 
fire leutenant that her heartbeats were bare- 
ly. evident. 

So Golden took an automobile and went to 
Mercy hospital to get his brother, Dr. John 
F. Golden, in the hope of gaving her life. 
Dr. Golden is assistant to Dr. J. B. Murphy, 
who is an uncle of the brothers. 

The brottiere—fireman and doctor—came 
north in the automobile in Michigan avenue 
as far ag Hubbard court. They turned west: 
in that short street and at. Wabagh avenue 
the motor car met with an accident tn which 
Lieut. Golden. was killed; The accident oc- 
curred: at 8. o’clock. 

Skids Between Car and Wagon,

At the time the notice was being served 
Attorney Ayers was on his way to Bloum- 
ington, Til, and Judge Cooper had started for 
his summer home:-in Antioch, intending to.

er and law associate of Frark, was unable to 
reach Judge Cooper until Thursday evening. 
The judge, who had not heard of the intended 
motion, caught the first train for Chicago, 
atriving late Thursday evening. 


But the Scheme Is Foiled. 

Yesterday morning Judge Cooper went to 
his courtroom, where he was joined a few 
minutes later by Attorney Seymour Ayers. 
No one appeared for the state's attorney. 
Finally, at nearly 11 o'clock, Judge ‘Cooper 
adjourned court after remarking: ‘

Statement Made by Newett. 
The full statement made in court by Mr. 
‘ Newett retracting his. charges against the 
colonel, follows: 
*Y was born on a farm near Jane -sville, 
Wis., in 1856, and lived there until I was 


J ——-about 16 years of age. 


“I obtained my education in a> district. 
| echool tn that vicinity, working on the farm 
summers and going to school winters. I came 
to Marquet unty in 1873 and have lived 
here eVer since. In’1874 I began working for 
the Iron Home, the first paper published in 
Ishpeming, and have ever since been engaged 
in newspaper work in this county. 

“In 1879 1 left the Jron Home and started 
the -publication of a paper of my-.own and 

“have continued its’ publication from then 
until! the present time. This paper is known 
as Iron Ore.’ The Iron Ore is a weekly paper 
which specializes in mining news. In Octo- 
ber, 1912, it had a circulation of from 2,500 
to’ 3,000, four-fifths of which was confined to 

‘ the county of Marquette. 


Against Use of Liquor. 

“I do not use wines or liquors in any form, 
having strong convictions on Phis subject. 
Neither .do I usé tobacco in any form.. 

“In 1896 I was appointed commissioner of 
mineral ‘statistics of Michigan, a position I 
held twoterms. In 19% | was appointed post- 
master at Ishpeming by the plaintiff in this 
case, and held that office for four years, at 
the end of which term I resigned. I have 


® also héld various positions on civic boards 


in the city of Ishpeming, and am now presi; 

~ dent of the Ishpeming Advancement associa- 
tion. 

“ Prior to 1912 I had been for many years 

@ strong supposzter of Theodore Roosevelt, 

recognizing him as the great Republican 

leader, and had frequently publighed editp- 

rials and other articles in Iron Ore, coni- 

mending him and approving his policies, and 

I had therefore assisted all hid campaigns, 


' not only by personal effdrt, butalso by finan- 


cial contributions. Even in the primary cam- 
paign of 1912 I supported him as second 
choice for the Republican nominee. I men- 
tion these facts as indicating the impossi- 
bility of my harboring any feeling of per- 
zonal malice against the plaintiff. 


- Hears Rumors of Drinking. 

“Some time before 1912 I began to hear 
statements from various sources that Mr. 
‘Roosevelt was drinking wines and liquors to 
excess. During this period I took a trip 
throughout the western country, passing 
through the st®es of Montana, Nevada, and 
Arizona, as well as the intervening cities. 

“The statements of Mr. Roosevel:’s al- 
leged excessive drinking were fepeatedly 
made in. my hearing in various sections by 
many persons whom I believed to be reputa- 


‘ple, put, notwithstanding this, I was loath to: 
re] credit them. 


I felt that there was a possibil- 
{ty that these persons, were mistaken and 
therefore thought the statements probably 
unwarranted. 

** Later. during the winter of 1912, I tooka 
trip to Florida, passing through Chicago and 
other cities en route, and spent several weeks 
During 
this. trip thé. same statements as to Mr. 
Roosevelt’s habits wefe repeated in a.cir- 
cumstantia! way, although no one was able 
to say that he had actually seen Mr. Roose- 
velt drink to excess or personally knew that 
he did so. 


Convinced by Other Papers. 

* During this period I also talked with vari- 
ous reputable people in Ishpeming and else- 
where than the places before mentioned who 
claimed to know the conditions as they ex- 
isted in Washington and in whose statements 
I had the utmost confidence, both as to thelr 
‘reliaVility and their opportunity to know the 
facts. 

“Dering ‘the spring of, 1912 newspapers 
came to me on our exchange list, various of 
which contained reference to Mr. Roosevelt’s 
‘drinking habits. Isaw and read these news- 

paper publications. 

“From the statements so made in these 
papers and all the information which had 
come to me from the other sources mentioned 
-I felt I could no longer doubt the truth of the 
statements which had been made, much as 

\ Pegretted to believe them: | 


Opposed Roosevelt Candidacy. 

“When Mr. Roosevelt wae nominated for 
the presidency on the National Progressive 
ticket, I opposed his election, having been a 
lifelong Republican and believing that the 
Success of that party. would be for the best 
interests of the country. 

“In October, 1912, Mr. Roosevelt made a 
campaign trip thrdugh northern Michigan. 
and among other places spoke at Marquette 

- on the 9th. I was present on that occasion 
and heard him speak. 

‘In this address he made what I consid- 
ered a most unjust attack on owr candidate 
Yor congress, who was one of my lifelong 
friends. This incident, together with the 
statements which had previously come'to my 
knowledge, confirmed me in the opinion that 

“Mr. Roosevelt ought n@t to be elected’ presi- 
dent, and I concluded it was my duty in op- 
position of his candidacy to publish thestate-. 
ments which I then beligved to be true. 


Tells of Writing Editorial. 

**I thereupon wrote and published the arti- 
cle which is here complained of. This pub- 
lication was intended only as a blow to Mr. 
Roosevelt's candidacy for the position he then 
sought’ In this*publication I ‘acted in good 


faith, believing the facts stated were true | 


and believing that as.a publisher I owed the 
@uty to my reacérs to make that statemént. 

“ After this article was published on the 
12th day of October, 1912, neither the plaintiff 
mor any one in his behalf notified me that he 
claimed the charges so made were unfounded, 
nor did they request me to make any correc: | 
tien of the same. 

“ On the contrary, this sult was begun on 
Oct. 25, 1012. and the serviceof the papers 
constituted the first intimation I received 
that the article was complained of. 

“ After the commencement of this suit there 
Was nothing for me to do but to prepare to de- 
fend it, and I cid so to the best of my ability. 
From,that time I proceeded to investigate 
the actual facts which could be shown by 
witness who would testify under oath. 


Search for Proof Butile. 
“‘As I have said, up to the time of the 
publication, my infprmation had been through 
persons who claimed to have [knowledge of 
the statements which had bedn made, and I 


went forward to verify those statements and | 
_ determine the witnesses by whom they could 


be proved. Additional information came to 
me from various sections of the country, as 
this case had been given wide pyblicity. 
“Both my attorneys and myself went for- 
ward with the investigation of all this with 
great thoroughness, and in numerous places 


. im Various parts of the country we found 


have actually seen Mr. Roosevelt drink to ex- 
-cess. Upon t s phase of the cage, when the 
statements attributed to such persons had | 
‘been sifted, it was found in each instance 
that the witness did not himself know that 
Mr. Roosevelt had drank to excess or that 

if he had made puch claim he was eye willing 


| to testify. 


None Saw Drinking to Excess. 
“It is fair to the plaineiff to state that I 


the country any individual witness who is 
willing to state that he has personally seen 
Mr. Roosevelt drink to éxcese. 

“I have taken the testimony in the form 


witnesses who have expressed the opinion 
that on those occasions as to which they tes- 
tify he was intoxicated. I believe all these 
Witnesses were honest in. making their state- 
ments. I have relied upon those witnesses, 
but have recognized the lesser opportunities 
they have had to observe the plaintiff and his 
habits. 


the progress of this trial by the nature and 
extent of the evidence produced by the plain- 
tiff to the effect that he didnot, in fact, use 
liquor to excess on ‘any occasion. 

‘I am. unwilling to believe that these emi- 
nent men would purposely misstate the facts 
or that, under the circumstances related by 
them and their intimate acquaintances with 
the plaintiff for so many years, they could 
be mistaken as to his habits. I have there- 
fore been forced to believe that those who 
have given depositions or madé the. state- 
ment that, in their opinion, on the occasions 
to which they refer, Mr. Roosevelt was in- 
toxicated had insufficient means and 6ppor- 
tunity of correctly observing him and were 
Mistaken. 


Thought Statement Warranted. 


* Up to the time of this trial I had believed 
that the statements made in the article which 
I published were warranted. But in the face 
of unqualified testimony.of so many distin- 
guished men who have been in position for 
years to know the truth I am forced to the 
conclusion I was mistaken. 

“TI am unwilling to continue to assert,that 
Mr. Rooseyelt actually and in fact drank to 
excess. As a publisher of a newspaper I 
have never knowingly done injustice to any 
man. and neither I nor any of my attorneys 
is. willing now to make or continue the asger- 
tion of an unjust charge against the plaintiff 
in this case. We have concluded that to con- 


tinue to assert that Mr. Roosevelt drank to 


excess or actually became intoxicated as set 
forth in the article would do him an injus- 
tice. 

“Since in publishing the article I acted hon- 
estly and in good faith; I propose at this time 
and througtiout the remainder of the case to 
occupy a like position. My position through- 
out the introduction of my defense is and 
will be that in the publication I acted in good 
faith and without malice.”’ 


Judge’s Charge to Jury. 

Judge Flannigan’s charge to the jury fol- 
lows: 

‘‘ Gentlemen of the jury : The position which 
the plaintiff has taken enables the court to 
dispose of this case finally at thistime. This 
action, which is for libeld followed the publi- 
cation by the defendant of the statement that 
the plaintiff was frequently drunk. 

‘ Libel is a malicious publication expressed 
in printing or writing, or by signs and pic- 
tures, tending to blacken the memory of one 
dead, or the reputation of one who is alive, 
and expose him to public hatred, contempt, 
and ridicule. 

“In all actions for defamation, malice is 
an essential <«lement. But In such actions 
the word ‘malice’ is understood as having 
two significationg. One, its ordinary mean. 
ing of ill will against 4 person; and the other 
its legal signification; which is a wrongful 
act done intentionally, without just cause or, 
excuse. These distinctions have been de- 
nominated malice in fact, and malice in law. 
Malice in fact, or actual malice, implies a de- 
sire to injure. 


Malice Always Is Implied. 


** Malice in law is not necessarily inconsist- 
ent with an honest purpose, but if false and 
defamatory statements are made concerning 
another without sufficient cause or excuse, 
they are legally malicious, and whenever the 
natural tendency of the publication is to im- 
pair the plaintiffs reputation and the pub- 
lication is not privileged, malice is implied 
from the defamatory nature of the publica- 
tion and its falsity. 


tion, the natural result of which is to bring 
ridicule or contempt upon. a person, is libel- 
ous, and the publication of words of that 
character is considered the voluntary act of 
the defendant, and, unless privileged, is pre- 
sumed by law to have PROTToene from ma- 
licious motives... 

* When, however, ‘a publication is privi- 
leged the existence of malice is not. presumed, 
jand in such cases the burden is on the piain- 
tiff to establish both the falsity of the charge 
and malice in its publication. 


Result “‘to Bring Ridicule.” 

“The natural resuit of the publication of 
the charge we are considering was to bring 
ridicule, contempt, and disgrace upon the 
Piaintiff, and if untrue it was plainly libel- 
ous, and malice is conclusively presumed 
from its publication unless we may say it 
was privileged. 

“The plaintiff was formerly president of 
the United States.. At the time of the ptb- 
lication he was a candidate for the office of 
president of the United States, and the 
defendant by his plea claimed that, the plain- 
tiff being such candidate and he, the defend- 
ant, being the publigher of a newspaper, he 
was privileged to comment tpon the official 
acts, character, and conduct of the plaintiff; 


and with an honest purpose to envighten the 
public upon the character and fitness of the 


therefore the publication was privileged. 

** The publisher of a newapaper. may freely 
discuss the fitness of a person for public of- 
fice; he may lawfully communicate to the 
public any fact within his knowledge respect- 
ing the official acts, qharact er, or conduct of 
the candidate and freely express his opinions 
on and his inferences from such facts, so 
leng as he states as facts only the truth and 
as opinions and inferences therefrom only 
honest beMef. To that extent the publisher 
of a newspaper is within his privileges and 
any candidate for public office injured in his 
reputation or feelings by reawon of the pub- 
lication of real facts and the publisher’s 
opinions thereon and inferences therefrom, 
honestly and in good faith entertained, has 
no redress. 


Must Have Proof of Charge. 

“ But Michigan has not granted to any one 
—whether newspaper man or not—the privi- 
lege of writing or speaking of a candidate for 
an elective office words which are both de- 
famatory and u true. 

“ Whatever the law may be in other juris- 
dictions, with us no one is privileged to de- 
fame a person because he happens at the time 
to be a candidate for public office. 

“When a newspaper attacks the ch 
ter of a candidate for public office the p 
lisher must at his peril be darefal foascertain 
the truth of*the facts oharacs. as in any 
other case of libel. 

“From what has been said. it follows that 
the defendant's Hability in this action de- 
pends solely on the question ‘whether the 
charge is true or false. 


Tells Stand of Plaintiff. 


“Unwilling to rest on the presumption pe

Reputation Valuable as Life. 

“The enjoyment of a private reputation 
unagsailed is as much 4 constitutional right 
as the possession of life, Hberty, and prop- 
erty, and whenever one’s reputation 1s un- 
lawfully assailed he is entitled to recover 
all the damagés which he has actually aus-- 
tained. 

“The law presumes that damages nrust 
actually, proximately, and necessarily result 
from the publication of defamatory matter 


whenever the immediate and actual tendency 


of the defamatory words is to impair the 
PiainuUff’s reputation. Such wag the imme- 
diate and natural tendency of the publica- 
tion of the words we are considering, con- 
ceding that the publication was made in good 
faith and in the absence of actual malice. 


Orders Only Nominal Damages. 

* Therefore, accepting as true all wi.ich the 
defendant now claims, yet the injury to 
the reputation and feelings of the piaintiff 
which naturally, proximately, and necessar- 
ily followed upon the false publication would 
warrant @ verdict in the plaintiff's favor in 
a substantial amount, and would sustain a 
verdict in any’sum up to the amount claimed 
in the plaintiff's declaration, Which is $10,0v0. | 

“But, as the court is addressed by the 
plaintiff, the object of the plaintiff in bring- 
ing aad prosecuting this action being the 
vindication of his: good name and reputa- 
tion And not the recovery of a money judg- 
ment; and he having in open court freely 
waived his right to the assessment of his 
actual damages, it only remains for the 
court to direct a verdict in his favor for nom- 
inal damages, which under the law of Michi- 
gan, is the sum of 6 cents. 

“You are therefore, gentlemen, directed 
to render a verdict in favor of the plaintiff 
for that amount.”’ 


Cousin Tells of Sobricty. . 

‘W,. Emlen Roosevéit, cousin of the plaintiff, 
was the first of severgl witnesses called 
today. 

“What has been your association with your 
cousin?” asked*Attorney Pound for the 
plaintiff.

I was 
with him when he was sworn in as president 
and also was present with him at Buffalo on 
the death of President McKinley. I made 
trips with him inthe Mayflower. I have been 
in a position to know every detail of his pub- 
lic and his private life.’’ 

“ "What has been your observation through 
your senses of smell and sight as to whether 
he was a drinking man?” 

” My observation was that he is not a 
drinker.’ tee 

‘‘Has he ever been under the influence of 
liquor?” 

“ Never was, so far as I observed.” 

“ What has been his habit in reference to

William Loeb Denies Charge. « 

William Loeb Jr. testified he first met Col. 
Roosevelt when the latter became governor 
of New York. During the seven and one- 
half years of the Roosevelt administration 
Mr. Loeb said he was associated with the 
president, first as assistant secretary to Nine 
and later as his secretary.

Testimony of James Sloan. 
James Sloan, a secret service man, said he 
was detailed tothe White House to look after 
the personal safety of President Wilson just 
as he had been assigned to Col. Roosevelt. 
“From your intimate observations of what 


- Mr. Roosevelt ate and drank, what would 


you say ds to his sobriety—and was he sober 
or drunk?’”’ he was asked.

Deposition of Editor Shaw. 

Attorney Van Benschoten for the plaintiff 
next read the deposition of Albert Shaw, 
editor of the American Review of Reviews 
at New York. The deponent’s observation 
was that Col. Roosevelt was a man of ex- 
eeedingly temperate habits. 

The next deposition was that of George B. 
Cortelyou. He swore that the colonel was a 
man of abstemious habits. 

Lawrence H, Graham, a newspaper man, 
in a deposition testified to having known Col. 
Roosevelt at. Montauk Point after the war 
in Cuba, and later at the White House and 
Oyster Bay. Like the others, Mri Graham 
considered: the plaintiff a man of abstemious 
habits. 

George H. Roosevelt, son of a cousin to Col. 
Roosevelt, testified he had been on riding. 
driving, walking, swimming, and rowing trips 
with the plaintiff. On these trips Col. Roose- 
velt invariably refused to take liquor when - 
offered by hosts, witness said. 

Other depositions were made by James E. 
Amosf#@ol. Roosevelt's butier at Oyster Bay; 
Admiral Dewey, Gen. Leonard Wood, Dr. 
Lyman Abbott, and William Dunlaney, for- 
mer barber at the White House.

A college fraternity bureau is to be estab-/ 
lished in Chicago within a few months mainly 
for the purpose of campaigning again@® anti-. j 
fraternity legislations threated in many 
states, 

A resolution proposing a bureau was adopt- | 
ed yesterday at the Pan-Helienic conference - 
at the Blackstone hotel. Fifty-five Greek let- 
ter fraternities and sororities were represent- 
ed. Delegates from thirty-six organizations 
at once pledged their support to the bureau, 

The introduction of the resolution at the. 
general conference came as a surprise to four- 
teen representatives, and, being uninstructed, 
they declined to pledge for their fraternities, 
but announced they ‘would recommend the 
project to their several grand councils for 
immediate action, 


Governing Board to Rule. 
_ The bureau wiil be under a governing board. 
composed of nine members, five of whom will 
be representatives from academic fraterni- 
ties, three from national college sororities, 
and one from a professional fraternity. A 


brary of data onthe work of college fre- 


ternities, statements of ideals, records of 
alumni, and iriformation usually unobtain- 


able at Ubraries will be one of the features 


of the bureau. — 

It is planned that an active campaign im- 
mediately be launched to overcome the anti- 
fraternity gentiment developed or likely to 
develop in the minds of the general public.’ 
Data furnished by fraternities from colleges 
all over the United States will be sent to 
members of state legislatures to offset: any 
proposed anti-fraternity legisiation. 

An educational campaign also will be a part 
of the bureau, to enable the public to under-~ 
stand the real purposes and ideale fostered: 
by all Greek letter societies. At the close 
of the meeting instances were cited showing 
the codperation of fraternities in bettering 
social conditions, improving scholarehips, 
and fostering college loyalty; and that in 
the majority of cases the fraternities and 
sororities were the strongest eupportera of 
college activities. 


Oppose High School Frats. 

A resolution wes adopted declaring the 
opposition of college fraternities to high 
school fraternities and sororities, and ex- 
pressing the desire that all college organiza- 
thons legislate against the initiation of mem- 
bers of high school societies. 

Many speeches were mace during the ses- 
sions indicating that some of the old argu- 
mems against fraternities, are gradually 
passing away. C, F. Axelson, president of 
the western division of Delta Tau Delta, 
speaking at the morning cdénference, gave 
data to show that scholarship among stu- 
dents belonging to college sororities and 
fraternities is above that of the non-fratern!- 
ty student, and that in addition the college 
activities are invariably fostered by frateraui- 
ty men. : 


Defend Secret Societies, 
Included in the resolutions were 
declarations: . 

“We do declare that our association to 
gether*in such societies {sin fulfillment of the 
natural desire of al) people to seek friend: 
ship among each other, and that we consider 
our members not as selected to any privilege, 
but rather pledged and dedicaited to a life of’ 
striving for the perfection of our ideals. 

“It is our earnest desire to inculcate in 
eur various chapters or local sororities the 
principles of true manhooa and womanhood, 
to promote the moral welfare of all ow mem- 
bers; to stimulate and encourage scholar- 
ship; to prescribe obedience to authority: to 
encourage a loyalty to active interest fn the 
institution where they may be located; and 
tc foster a democratic and friendly spirit be- 
‘tween.our members and all others with whom

WROTE BOOKS FOR YOUNG. 


Authors, Playwrights, and Newspaper

He had gone to Indianapolis on business 
for the Indiana Society of Chicago, of. which 
he was historian. After watching the races 
at the motor speedway he went to dine with 
William Fortune of 936 North Pennsylvania 
avenue, and was overcome at table. 

Mr. Sayler was born in Little York, Mont- 
gomery county, O., ‘Feb, 13, 1863, graduated 
from De Pauw university, and married Miss 


,, June Elliott of Shelbyville, Ind. 


Newpaper Man Since 1886. 

He began newspaper work in indianapolis 
in 1886, and three years later came to Chica- 
g0, becoming assistant general manager of the 
-old Russell City Presa association in 1891, 
later coming into joint control of tha: body, 
and.then becoming general menager of the. 
City, Press association of Cicago, with which 
he has since been identified. ’ 

In this capacity he has trained several hun- 
dred men who have since scattered into news- 
paper work all over the country. it was ‘he 
who devised. the present admirable method 
of getting early returns from city elections, 
compliation through the precinct returns by 
the police and dissemination through the 
offices cutting down tne time by many 
hours. These figures constitute the only re- 
turns avaliable up to the time of the official 
count. 

Scores’ of néwspaper men, authors, and 
playwrights owe their first start to Mr. Say- 
ler. He has probably corrected the’ faults 
of more budding writers than any. journal- 
ist in the country. 


Author of Juvenile Books. 

Mr. Sayler wes a member of the Chicago 
Historical society, the IHinois and National 
Historical associations, the Bryn Mawr and 
Seuth Shore Country clubs, the Chicago 
Yacht club, and the Indiana society. He 
wrote a number of books for boys and girls.

jack. 

An hour later he was found by Patrolman

Capt. Thomas Meagher of the Desplaines 
street district said he knew the two men who

Smith 
probably displayed his. roll in some of the 
saloons and they followed him. I think we 
will get the men tonight.”’

Membere of the house came to Springfield 
last week with set teeth, determined to do big 
thingw and plenty of them. They wentet the 
bill foundered calendar with determination 
on Tuesday and passed a couple of class X 
bills—the kind that can be passed in a hurry 
because a few people are helped thereby and 
nobody is hurt except the estate ereannyy: 
which generally gets eting a little 

Everything ran emoothly and the house 
was bowling along undera full head of steam 
when it ran agrouna on the Municipal courts 
bill, which had been shoveled out of commit- 
tee with some twenty amendments. Tothese 
amendments earnest critics of the bill added 
enough to make about sixty-fiveinall. Each 
one of these was discussed briefly and voted 
upon. It took most of the day and left every- 
body hot and mad and-in fine condition to 
tackle the job of defending the dignity of the 

house and to makean aspersion of said dig- 
nity a solemn and awful thing. 

This job was set for Tuesday and the house 
had to go through withit. The Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor had commented in a few 
recklessly chosen words upon the action of 
many members in the initiative and referen- 
dum fight and had dragged in the ‘name of 
Lorimer and coupled it with many weltmean- 
ing and impeccable members who opposed 
the I, and R., while the said Lorimer nestled 
in the draperies behind the speaker’s chair, 
The federation seemed to think that Lorimer 
had a lot to do with the action of the house 
members—whereupon its officials were called 
on to answer before the bar of the house for 
their hasty words.

It was a most disagreeable affair.for the 
house owing to the total lack of sympathy 
displayed by the labor leaders. They came 
down evidently not only prepared to-die for 
their crimes but positively anxious to be mar- 
tyrs. When called in judgment they neg- 
lected to quad! in guilty fear and offered in- 
stead a written statement of their position, 
This statement Wasa sort of a cross between 
an argument of the’case and an.apology for 
not having made ‘the ortginak resolution 
stronger. -The house attorneys tndignantly 
rejected it as ‘evidence, whereupon the de- 
fendants in the witness box smiled and ar- 
gued and declined to answer plain questions 
put to them in a plain and red faced way. 

Never were there such balky defendants. 
They, could have been jailed for contempt 
a dozen times.

except by their written. statement, 
looked disappointed, 

Within half an hour the house was hand- 
ling the trial like a large man who has picked 
up a hot poker and was trying to lay it down 
in a dignified manner. A>recess was taken 
until evening and then there were more re- 
césses and refusals. Representative Karch 
got up and offered a resolution dismissing 
the whole business, which was voted down 
because every one was too sleepy to under- 
stand what was ip it. Then Stedman, the 
Socialist, got up and added to the general 
joy of the occasion by explaining that what 
the house was really trying to do was to kick 
a hole big enough for a railroad tunnel in 
the constitution by hauling up men who had 
criticised it beyond its precincts. Stedman 
explained just how much of:a hit the abso- 
lute monarchies have made by doing thie sort 
of thing—and he is some flueht explainér, too.

WRIGLEY FACES INCREASE’ 


Boston Store Boosted .8500,000; 
Marshall Field Estate Put ~. 
at $17,000,000. 


The IMinois Steel. company incurred the 
greatest penalty of alf Cook county taxpay- 
ere for failing to file e.achedule of its per- 
sonal property with the board of assessors. 
Thie was dischoped when the books were 
closed at moon yesterday. The oversight 
will cost the concern’ a fine of $34,306 if the 
assessors bave their way. 

No statement of any kind relating to per- 
‘sonal property was filed by the Steel com- 
pany on any of its four Chicago plants. The 
board figured $4,574,000 ae a fair valuation 

and added to this as the penalty $2,287,000, 
‘ahs making the corporation Mable for an 


{ assessed valuation of $6,861,000. The penalty 


ie said to be thie biggest ever levied. 

On the basis of the existing tax levy * is 
figured the steel company will have to pay 
the county in cash $102,915 for its personalty, 
one-third of which will be penalty. It is ex- 
pected an appeal ‘will be made to the board 
of review. 


Other Big Penalties. 

Other big penalties were assessed egainst 
William J. Wrigley, chewing gum mant- 
facturer, whose assesement of $250,000 was 
increased to $375,000. Charles A. Stevens of 
19 North State street suffered a penalty of 
$175,000, on top of his $350,000 assessment. 
making his total $525,000. 

The Boston store was penalized $500,000 on. 
top of a million dollar assessment. The Chi- 
cago Athletic association had ite $90,000 as- 
sezsment increased to $185,000 and the Illinois 
Athletic cluh was penalized $10,000 in addt- 
tion to a $20,000 involuntary assessment. 

Among the larger schedutes was that of the 
Chicago Telephone company, which confessed 
vo a total valuation of its various Cook county 
’ plants of $23,007,864, an increase of $6,168,850 
over a year ago. On these values the tele- 
phone company will pay the county e per- 
sonal tax of about $90,000. 


Field Estate Schedule $17,000,000, 

The Marshall Field estate scheduled $17,00, - 
600 in personal property, which was in addi- 
tion to the schedules filed by Marshall Field 
& Co The latter reported a valuation of 
$6,595,000 on its store properties, embracing a 
$6,000,000 stock, also $800,000 on the contents 
f its river warehouse.

The customary program designed, for the 
pleasure and edification of the rising genera- 
tlon engaged the attention of the festival 
patrons at Evanston yesterday afternoon in 
numbers sufficient 'to fill the gymnasium of 
the Northwestern university for the fourth 
time during the past week.

Official Health Bulletin Conveys 
Caution to Mothers,” : 


DO NOT WEAN THE. BABIES. 


Points Out Great Increase in Mortal- 
ity in Summer. 


“The chances of a muther fed baby surviv- 
ing the coming hot summer ere sixty times 
better than for the bottle fed baby.’’ 

This is the warning sent out to the parents 
of Chicago by the city health department. 
The latest bulletin of the department predicts 
the death of many babies this summer. It 
attributes the cause to the fact that hun- 
dreds of the infants will be deprived of their 
natura] food—mother’s milk. 


Advizes Consulting a Doctor. 

The depaNment warns nursing mothers 
against weaning the babies from natural 
food before thé onset of the hot weather. 
** Don’t doNt,”” the bulletin reads, “‘ excepting 
on the urgent afivice of a good phyeician.”’ 

The appeal in behalf of the “ half moth- 
ered’ babies is based\on the fact that by far 
the greatest number of baby deaths during 
the summer months are due to feeding in- 
fants on contaminated milk) Mother feeding 
is safer because the chances for contamina- 
tion are practically nil, whereas the chances 
and” tikelihood of serious contamination of 
cow’s milk are manifold and extremely diffi- 
cult to prevent. 


“Purely Selfish Motives." 


The bulletin pets forth that the weaning of | § 


babies at this critical period is wholly un- 
necessary on the part of the mother, being 
prompted chiefly by purely selfish motives. 


‘It is declared much safer for the child and 
gmuch less troublesome for the mother to 


feed the baby as nature intended.

This district is two square blocks, bounded 
by Madison, Adams, Canal, and Clinton 
streets. It is estimated it will cost more 
than $4,000,000 to purchase, which would 
make it one of the most expensive parks 
‘ °ereated in this colntry, considering its area. 
* he attitude of Ald. Healy is‘ significent 
because the proposed new station would be 
located ith +his ward and his constituents are 
enthusiastically in favor of that aite. The 
' alderman edded that his plan had been sug- 
gested to the roads and their comments were 


favorable. * 


Wants n “Commons,” 

“TI waht a commons such as they have in 
Boston,” explained the alderman.” “ That 
would leave an open space between the ter- 
minals located onithe west side. It would 
be-of immense value to the city and would 
benefit the railroads. It would be a link 
connecting the Northwestern’ station with | 
the new station and it would bea breathing 
spot for the people.” 

If there is the enormous development in the 
immediate west side which the business in- 
terests there hope for by reaso. of-the erec- 
tion of the new Pennsylvania. station, the 
two blocks for a commons woxld become 
much more valuable within a short time.

wants Canal street widened from Madison 
to Van Buren. street and even to Twelfth 
street if possible. Healso desires the open- 
ing of Monroe street, which the railroads 
have officially said they favored. 


,  “Pennsy” Ordinance Favored. 

All indications, which are.usnally consid- 
ered reliable in the city hall, point to the 
early adoption of the Pennsylvania ordin- 
ances. The Long ordinance requiring electri- 
fication ofall the railroad terminals is the 
next matter on before the term:nal commit- 
tee. Rumiors are current that the aldermen 
Who favor the Pennsylvania plans are willing 
to vote for the electrification « rdinance if 
they can gain votes for the Pennsylvania. 

The west side terminal advocates figure 
that a mandatory ordinance for electrifica- 
tion will be little more than an expression of 
opinion by the council that the a'dermen de- 
sire the abatement of smoke by locomotives.

SUFFERINGS OF EXPLORERS 
TOLD IN AN ARCTIC DIARY. 


German Travelers Without Food, Light, 
or Drink in Frozen Wilds—Two Dead, 
Three Missing. 


BERLIN, May 31.—A description of the suf- 
ferings of the German arctic expedition 
under Lieut. Schroeder-Stranz, which met 
digaster at Spitzbergen, is given in the @lary 
of Artist Herr Rave, one of those rescued. 
He has telegraphed extracts to Berlin from 
Advent bay, giving details of the move- 
ments of the expedition after it abandoned 
its vessel, the Herzog. Ernst, Sept. 21, 1912. 
The dispatch reads: 

“ The proposal to abandon the ship came 
from Capt. Ritschel at the beginnning of 
September. The vessel then had provisions 
for four months, besides a large supply of 
condensed foods, and it was otherwise well 
equipped. 

“The party started for Advent bay and 
reached a hut on Wije bay Oct. 4. Dr. 
Rudinger, the oceanographer, was suffering 
then from a half frozen foot, two of his toes + 
being in bad condition. I offered to remain 
with him there until the others could bring 
patk help. The hut contained a month’s 
provisions. 

‘Dr. Rudinger and I were without tools, 
sleeping bags, or lights. I melted some fat 
and made lights, and fashioned some sleep- 
ing bags from salted skins which I found in 
the hut.

LONDON, May 31.—The Tories have had 
two victories in the recent by-glection, and 
in both cases they had big majorities. This 
sent them fhto ecstasies, and for the moment 
they have got back to their triumphant, ag- 
gressive state of mind of last year. 

They now declare that home rule ig dead, 
and call on the government to resign. The 
Ulster threats of a civil war are encouraged 
more than ever, and, finally, the king-is told 
that he must:not allow the government to. 
carry out the parliament act, even when the 
home rule bill is carried three times by the 
present parliament. 

It must be admitted that dhe Liberals are 
passing through one of those moments of un- 
popularity which has confe to every British 
ministry since the beginning of their exist- 
ence. 

Government Luck Hard. 

Apart from the loss of sirength which al- 
ways comes in Dngland to any party which 
has held office for a long series of years, 
several factors are working against the gov- 
ernment. Just at this moment the Marconé 
scandal, with the temporary withdrawal of 
such a powerful and inspiring personality 
as Chancellor Lioyd-George from the active 
propaganda, still produces some considerable 
influece with @ certain section of voters. 
The campaign against the insurance act, 
which seemed dead some months ago, has 
burst once more into furious activity. 

Compulsory thrift always is Mable to pro- 
duce a revolt among such strongly indl- 
vidualistic people as the English working 
men, and the gigantic machinery required 
to work such an act is likely to create some 


grievances. 


This campaign is one of.the most unscrupu- 
lous ever waged, for no English party could — 
dare either, to repeal it or turn it from & . 
compulsory to a voluntary act, but the elec- 
tioneers everywhere are trying these meth- 
ods when they produce good electioneering 


results. 
Tory Hopes Exaggerated? 

While; however, the exultation of the 
Tories has this justification, their hopes are 
ridiculously exaggerated. In each election 
the wealthy outvoter has played a big part, 
and both elections took place in localities sin- 
gularly exposed to strong Tory influences. 
Newmarket is the capital of English racing, 
and the English racing men are ali Tories, 
andAltrincham is a wealthy suburb of Man- 
chester, where the residents in villas pre- 
- dominate, and villadom in England always is 
Tory. . ) 

Even these two victories only take one sup- 
porter from the ministry, leaving them with 
over 100 majority, and no Liberal even whis- 
pers of any attempt to oppose the govern- 
ment. No minister thinks of resigning, and 
Premier Asquith has assured everybody for 
months that he will not be interrupted by 
anything in his straight march to putting 
home rule into a law. 

In the meantime Chancellor Lioyd-Géorge. 
meets the situation by hurrying forward a 
néw insurance act to amend the faults of the 
old and to remove the diecovered,cases of 
harsh or unreasonable working. 

Accept Defeats Gracefully. 

Most of the Liberal and Irish politicians 
accept these two defeats in by-elections 
as part of the inevitaple fortune of war, and 
they await confidently the turn of the tide 
again, as the tide has turned several times 
already when the Liberal fortunes seemed.

wervice for the human race.”

WEST URGES CONFIDENCE. 


Receiver Sees Future Despite Legal 
' Straits; Bankers Plan Fight. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 381.—[Special.]—The 
administration of the Frisco railroad system, 
which last Tuesday was put into the hands of 
receivera, is entering upon a period of severe 
economy in salaries of the higher officials and, 
headquarters expense. 

The Chicago offices of the system will be 

abolished entirely, it became known today. 
They had been maintained in connection with 
Frisco affairs and the administration of the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois. i 

The latter road also went into the h: andsiof 
receivers appointed im. Chicago, and the.two 
properties now are entirely separate in own- 
ership and management. 

The New York offices of the Frisco, which 
have been kept up one lavish scale, will be 
reduced to the smallest possible expense and 
the force employed there will bereduced. A 
large annual saving will result from the re- 
duced rental charges 

‘B. F. Yoakum,.cliairman of the board of 
directors, has mede.his headquarters in New 
York City and hitherto has drawn $75,000a4 
year. 


To Cut President’s Salary, 

President- Winchell has been getting $40,000 
a year, but thia will be reduced materially 
during the period of receivership, as Judge 
Sanborn of the federal court has made it 
plain there must be the utmost economy in 
carrying on the business of the road. 

It is understood that salaries of $12,000 
each were offered President Winchell and 
Thomas H. West, the two receivers, and that 
the’ amount was not acceptable. It also is 
understood that $18,000 was suggested as a 
proper anfount for the recel%ers’ pay and 
that $18,000 or $15,000 will be the salary fixed 
for them. 

Some of the half dozen vice presidents of 
the Frisco have been getting ample salaries, 
considerably in excess of $20,000 a year, and 
these will be ruthlessly pruned, according to 
the expectation of persons in close touch with 
Frisco affairs. | 

Mr. West today spoke approvingly of those 
who are willing to wait reasonably and see 
what can be done in the affairs of the road. 


Sees Public Benefited. 

‘The Frisco is a great property ard un- 
doubtedly has an excellent future,’’ remarked 
Mr. West. ‘‘ Perhaps the road has been built 
a little in advance of the times; but however 
that may be, the public is reaping the benefit.”’ 

Members of the banking firm of Speyer & 
Co..in New York today held a conference with 
lawyers who will cotjperate with Frederick 
W. Lehmann of St. Louis, former solicitor 
general, as their counsel to determine a plan 
of action. 

The firm has determined on a fight to bring 
about the dismissal of at least on the re- 
ceivers already appointed and the substitu- 
tion of a man to represent specifically the 
interests of the bondholders. 

Mr. Lehmann will go to New York early 
this week, as will Charles Nagel; counsel for 
the Bankers Trust company of New York, 
another large holder of Frisco securities. 
Legal proceedings may begin in St. Louis a 
few days later, according to the predictions 
from New York. 

New York, May 31.—James Speyer has can- 
celed an intended trip to Europe and will re- 
main hére to look after the interests of the | 

holders of the $65,000,000 Frisco bonds which 
Speyer & Co. floated and for which, itis said, 
on behalf of the firm it feels a responsibility. 

Dispatches from Paris say French invest- 
ors in the ‘bonds are very indignant that the 
receivers should have been appointed with- 
out consujing the bondholders of the road 
and propose to send representatives to this 

country to follow the rorganization proceed- 
ings.

are most popular turn to the definition in the 

dictionary: ‘Vaudeville—a ghy , song—a 

dramatic piece in whieh: acces are light or 
comic songs,’ 

“There you have the answer,” he added. 
“Vaudeville, one might. say, cOvers “a mul- 
itude of sins.” Nevertheless, if you study 
the audiences you will readily oBserve that 
the majority approve of this definition. 

“The comic song, song and dance, and 
light amusirg sketch afte’ ‘the mainstays of 
the busintss. Patrons of this class of shows 
/must prefer laughter to seriousness. They 
admire a graceful dancer. An amusing song 
brings down the house. But combine the 
two, add a bit of clever comedy, and you 
have the most popularact. . 

“This kind of performance’ differs from 
all others. It must be poor, indeed, not. to 
get some applause. And it need not be ex- 
ceptional to receive avheariy*: round,’ * Ac- 
robatic feats, trained animals—in fact, al- 
most all other acts—receive no particular no- 
tice if’ they arc mediocre. They are fairly 
well applatded when they are very good. 
To win anything like hearty approval they 
must be admirable. 

“It is almost pi@thetic to see a group of 
trained athletcs endeavor to please by risk- 
ing life and limb, only to receive for their 
pains 4 few scattered hand claps. Often they 
are men who have made ‘this line a life work. 
Often three generations. are included ip a 
single troop. The feats injiheir short act are 
the result of years of hardiknocks and labori- 
ous practice. 

“ But how often haye you seen an audience 
which sat stolid while this group of artiste 
performed, burst into spontaneous applause 
at the appearance of a slip of a girl who has 
hardly worked out her apprenticeship. She 
is popular, because she gives what is wanted 
—a pretty dance, a light song, a few humor- 
ous remarks. Neverthelese, that is real 
vaudeviile. 

“The cabarets have grown rapidly in popu- 
lar favor. And what are they? Vaudeville 
exactly as it is defined. I was amused re- 
cently by the remarks of a man in a troop 
of German acrobats. His act was really-art- 
istic. Butthe audience was unresponsive. A 
couple who sang and danced followed. They 
were warmly applauded.

“The opposite is true of music, dancing, 
and singing. Each of these in its own subtle 
way strikes a responsive chord in the breasts 
of the audience. 

“ When you see a clever dancer upon the 
stage you feel as though you would like to 
dance. A bond of sympathy is created 
and, naturally, you applaud. Your feet 
twitch ag the music continues and you ap- 
plaud again and again, not because these 
motions are new to you; but because the 
poetry of the dance and the pcetry of your 
nature have formed a bond against which 
you are powerless. 

“It is easy to understand why for ages the 
dance has been symbolic of the passions of 
mankind. 

* Roller skating, trained pnizais, bicycle 
riding, and other acts of a like nature are tol- 
erated. { would not care to take toany of 
these for @ future livelihood unless it were 
possible to return after a couple of genera- 
tions have passed. 

“The short. sketches,” he continued, 
* seem to be taking quite a firm hold.’ These 
are seen very much oftener now than for- 
merly. Some are well written, but require 
entirely too much histrionic ability on the 
part of the actors. 

“The public will not long stand for the 
mediocre acting. 

“ The hardest lesson for an actor in vaude- 
ville to learn is when to finish his act. I 
have seen more than one act ‘die ' merely 
because it was strung out too long. Many : 
actors have spoiled a promising appearance 
by endeavoring to do too much. They ex- 
haust their clever songs, dances,-and re-, 
marks to an enthusiastic audience. And 
then; carried away by the applause, they 


into the sugar bowl and snatches more than 
he can handle. They try some original re- 
marks or fall back upon the old wornout 
songs. As a result the applause simmers 
down to, nothing. The audiefice tires and a 
sigh of ‘relief escapes when Ahis unlucky 
thespian retires to his dressing room. 

“The little boy who says.gomething which 
provokes laughter provides a good compari- 
son. When he finds thet his first remark is 
well received he persists in talking until he

Pity the Poor Popular Actor. 


‘FT like to take my vacations 
, . nearer home,’’ said a popular actor 

who was about to embark for Europe, 

last week. ‘‘ But when I have finished 

thirty or forty weeks of a trying sea- 
son I netdacompleterest. And lhave found 
from actual experience that there is no such 
thing for me if I stay in the Unfted States. 
This may sound queer and when I have ex- 
plained it may suggest a vain or snobbish 
spirit. But consider the matter from my point 
of view and see if I am not right. 

* When you think seriously about actors,"’ 
he continued, “ you will have to admit to 
yourself that they are‘ regular people.’ They 
have legs, the usual] allotment of arms, nose, 
mouth, and ears. They eat, talk, walk, ride, 
the same as other people. 

“ But if an actor of prominence enters a 
street car, a restaurant or other public place, 
what happens?

Among the.reminiscences of Weedon Gros- 
smith, ‘‘ From Studio to Stage,’' is a story. of 
Sir Henry Irving and the first performance 
of “Robert Macaire,"’ in which Mr, Gros-

* Before Irving made his entrance, getting

Experiments were conducted during s pe- . 


riod of about a month. The temperature 
during this period varied from 45 degreés 
highest, to 8 degrees Fahrenheit on the two 
coldest days.

The first experiment consisted of running 
the motor of a four cylinder, forty horse- 
power car, until the temperature of the cool- 
ing water was at 140 degrees F. This motor 
has jniet valves on the side and exhause 
valves in the cylinder heads.

oe red alcohol was poured through the 
exhaust valvé opening until the entire com- 
bustion space above the piston was filled. The 
openings in the cylinder for the exhaust 
valve cage and for the inlet valve plug were 
covered by cloths which had been wet with 
water go as to retard the evaporation of the 
denatured alcohol, through these openings. . 

The exhaust valve and cage an¢ the inlet 
valve plug were completely immersed in a 
receptacle containing cold denatured alcohol 
and left to soak, in the garage with the en- 
gine. The average temperature in the garage 
for the eight hours during which the soak- 
ing occurred was 45 degrees Fahrenhe:t. 

After eight hours the inlet valve cap and the 
exhaust valve and cage were removed from 
the denatured alcohol. By means ofa match 
stick thé deposit on the valve plug was re- 
moved as a black pasty mass, and then the 
wurface was wiped clean with a few strok 
of a pitce of cotton weste, which served to 
remove all of the deposit and leave the sur- 
face bright and clean as it was when the en- 
gine was new. The inlet valve plug was 
made of bronze. 

The exhaust valve and its cage were now 
inspected, and it was found possible to easily 
remove the deposit from these with‘a sharp- 
ened stick. The deposit came cff in the form 
of flakes, some of which were one-half inca 
Square. Some of the flakes were about as 
hard as mica and were slightly lustrous. 
Wiping the exhaust valve and its cage with 
cotton waste served to remove all traze of 
the deposit.

The head of the inlet valve which remained 
in the cylinder and the other parts of the 
combustion space which could be reached 
by inserting one’s fingers upon inspection 
disclosed that the deposit which eight hours 
previous had been hard and solid was now 
#oft and flaky. 

No attempt was made to “dislodge the de- 
posit by mechanical means. The denatured 
aleohol was removed from the combustion 
space by means of an oil gun, the exhaust 
valve with its cage and inlet valve plug were 
replaced, and the motor was started and the 
compression cock of each cylinder opened. 

Almost immediately upon starting the 
motor, bright red sparks coming through 
the compression cock of the cylinder which 
had been treated with deratured alcohol 
were observed, By placing the hand over 
the pression cock of this cylinder the 
bo dment of loosened deposit coming 
through the cock could be painfully felt by 
a series of sharp pricks similar to that of a 
needle,.. When a card was held over the 
cock it promptly was covered by a number 
of small black specks. 

After running .the car in service about 
the city for eight hours the exhaust valve 
with its cage and the inlet valve plug of the 
previously treated cylinder were removed.

As an experiment, eight ounces of de- 
natured alcohol were introduced into eath 
cylinder while thee motor wes hot. After 
standing,eight hours it was discovered thet 
nearly all of the denatured alcohol had leaked 
past the piston rings into the crankoase, due 


to the poor fit of the pistons and rings caused | 


by wear. i 

Upon cranking the engine it was found that 
the compression hed almost entirely disap~ 
peared, and it was impossible to start the en- 
gine. A smal amount of lubricating off was 
introduced into each cylinder and the engine 
cranked vigorously. The compression was re 
established and the engine started without 
difficulty, | 

This experiment brought forth the fact that 
the introduction of denatured alcohol in the 
manner noted fs an excellent way to deter- 
mine whether the piston rings fit the cylin- 
ders properly. | 

An examination of the of} in the crank cage 
showed that it was unfit for use beéause it 
was diluted by the denatured alcohol which 
had leaked into it while the engine was stand- 
ing idle. This ofl wes replaced by new oll and 
the car was then tested on the road. There 
was a marked Increase in power, due to an 
unusual amount of friction between the pis- 
ton and the cylinder walls because of the use 
of a low grade of oll which gummed and did 
not permit the pistons to slide freely on the 
cylinder walls.

coho) dissolving the gummed ofl, and the 
poor fit of the piston rings when the cylinder 
walls were not covered with a film of ofl. The 
denatured alcohol dissolved the gummed 9 
and removed the source of friction.

A four cylinder, thirty horwe power car, the 
motor of which preignited severely when 
the throttle was wide opened, was next ex- 
perimented upon. The carbon deposit in this 
motor was unusually heavy, and the first 
upplication of four ounces of denatured alco- 
hol to. each cylinder and a subséquent period 
of rest over night failed to make an appre- 
clable difference in the running of this mo- 
tor. 

After five similar applications of denatured 
alcohol the carbon deposit began. to flake from 
the surfaces of the combustion space, and 
after a total of eight applicatione of dena- 
tured alcohol extending over a period of ten 
days, this motor was entirely freed from the 
carbon deposits as far as the writer could de- 
termine by. placing his fingers through the 
valve cup holes, and by visual observation. 
Preignition ceased after five applications of 
denatured alcohol. Between each application 
of denatured alcohol the car was operated 
about six hours in regular service. 

A six cylinder, sixty horee power car, was 
rext experimented upon. The motor of this 
car was also badly carbonized. To remove 
the carbon deposit the valve cap im No. 1 
cylinder was removed and the engine was re- 
volved by the starting crank until the piston 
in this cylinder was at the top of the power 
stroke, when both valves were closed. The 
compression space was then filled with dena- 
tured alcohol while the motor was still hot, 
and the denatured alcohol was left to soak 
over night. This operation was performed 
on each of the six cylinders of thie car. 

After two applications of denatured alcohol 
to each cylinder, this motor wae freed of

I was working under a handicap—the big- 
gest handicap In the world—lack of capital— 
and I still had my hardest problem to face— 
the gathering of &@ sales force. 

To pay salaries waza out of the question—I 
simply didn’t have the money. Commission 
men seemed to be the only solution.. But 
there were no commission men in the food 
product business—they were all on Salaries. 


‘If I did succeed in, securing men to go out 


on commission selling my product I would 
be establishing a new precedent. 

To induce a salesman to go out on com- 
mission a line must be salable in quantities

It had been a source of pride to me when 
on the road that I always got the price—that 
my sales were salea—not bargain counter 
orders. But I realized that the men I would 
have to put out could not be depended upon 
to sell goods at a high figure.

Allows Unusual Commission. 

So I was confronted with the problem of 
how to eut the price to the grocer and still 
sell at list figures. That sounds like a joke 


or an impossibility, but it was not. My win- , 


dow exhibit solved the problem ahd gave me 
the necessary material to work with. 

Now consider this carefully. There was a 
margin of 40 per cent between the price 
the grocer paid for the goods and what they 
actually cost me. 

Out of this 40 per cent I allowed 10 per cent 
as a commission to the man who sold the bill. 
Salaries were usually based at 5 per cent 
on gales, but I figured that a man who was 
risking his own money wae entitied to 10, 
so set it at that figure. 

But here was where the kicker came in— 
here was the way I made it easy'for a sales- 
man to seli—here is the method I used to cut 
my price and still sell at list. 

In considenation of a dealer giving us ex- 
clusive use of one. of his show windows for 
six months a year we agreed to pay or re- 
bate him an amount equivalent to 20 per cent 
of the price at which we sold him the goods! ,

And I had a perfect flood of applicanta, 
Seems as if all the salesmen in the world 
were at my door. 

But two days of soul racking, heartrending 
work convinced me that my proposition was 
hopeless—iI could not get salesmen to go out 
on my straight commission proposition—et 
least not the men I wanted. They were accus- 
tomed to getting salariesand were suspicioug 
of the man who wouldn't back his praposi- 
tion with his own money. | 

And talking about money, my funds et this. 
time were alarmingly low. I only had §500: 
left of my original $8,000. Pretty slim banig 
roll and prospects of getting salesmen very 
poor. 

I came down to breakfast next morning 
pretty well discouraged.

Renta are higher, cloth is - 
higher—everything that has do with the 
“making of a suit of clothes. e to the string 
for tying up packages, ia higher than it was 
ten years ago. At the same time, if there 
was not practically a famine in expert tailors 
men's garments might be sold at a less figure 
than is required today. 

This would not mean that the wages of ex- 
pert tailors would be reduced, but that the 
anxiety of securing them and the loss of time 
when they cannot be secured would be elim- 
inated. If there was not a shortage on ex- 
pert tailors the man who conducts a shop 
could fill orders with/so much more dispatch. 
Not only that, but hé could be assured that 
garments, once they were finished, were fin- 
ished right, and that no extra time, for whig 
the owner of a shop gets nothing in return, 
would be necessary. 

So you see if more boys would enter an ap- 
prenticeship and become expert tailors they 
would be the gainers and the purchaser of 
clothing would profit as well. 

But, for some reason or other, the boys in 
this country are not going into shone these

**Bacterial Lamp" Found. 

By removing, isolating, and growing the 
tiny microscopic plants or bacteria which 
cause the phosphorescence of fish, meat, and 
other objects, Prof. Gustav Fischer ‘of Jena 
and Dr. Molisch obtained enough of them to 
make a “ living lantern,”’ with which pho- 
tographes could be taken. This “ bacteria! 
lamp” or actual “‘ light of life ' was used to 
make excellent photographs for reproduction 
in magazines and newspapers. He used this 
“living lantern’ for a photographic dark 
room, as a night Nght with which to gee the 
time during the night, and aga dim hall lamp 
to have other lighting fuel. 

The light from these phosphorescent plants 
is steady, has no flicker, lasts for several 
weeks without renewing or transplanting the 
growth, and has a candle power of one for 
each thousand square yards of bed or gelatin 
culture. Unless there is plenty of air and 
oxygen the “living light” will literally go 
down and out. If it is fanned and lots of oxy- 


“gen and air again given to the colonies the 


light will reappear as good as it evér was. 

Dr. Molisch believes that the night lights 
on flowering plants, and the glow visible on 
sultry nights upon grass, trees, birds’ wings, 
and the St. Elmo fires, are ag a matter of 
fact only thes® microscopic plants with their 
great capacity of producing phosphorescence. 
The glow on telegraph poles, trees, and mast 
heads before or after thunderstorms are 
similarly ‘explained by these “living lights,” 
these “‘luminous flowers."’

‘As you say, there is probably much lang 
in Michigan that is worthless—and where 
practically nothing can be grown, etc.—but 
one is not justified im entering into condemna- 
tion of a whole state merely for that reason. 
There is also much land that is good and 
many: persons are making a sticcess of agri- 
culture and fruit growing within we borders 
of the state. | 

In Michigan it is frequently possible for @ 
person to find severa’ types of soil on an 
‘eighty or even forty acre tract, which is all 
the more reason that in buying land there, or 
anywhere else, in fact, one should make a 
personal investigation if possibje. The ma- 
jority ef-reliablecland dealers welcome such 
investiga tion: 

Getting “‘ stungy’ as you say, in land. buy- 
ine is the samie as geiting,** stung ” in any- 
thing else. One is expected to at least exer- 
cise ordinary care before investing whet are 
possibiy_his life savings in a venture which - 
in many cazes iS a firet experience with farm- 
ing.

Chicago.—[ Forward to the Land Bureau,

Does it still hold the same place in the ras. 

How ig the | 
soil compared go twenty -five years ago as re- 
gards frit? wu the proposed Chicago 
drainage canal have any materia) effect upon 
Climatic conditions of Michigan as regards 
fruit growing, as hes already been declared 
by some leading frdit growers and enginéere? 
Thanking you for any information regarding 
above and any other that might De of benefit 
to one who contemplates investing ina Michi- . 
gan fruit farm, I am, very truly yours. P. ln 

I do not Mke to compare one state with eh- 
oiher, but am willing to answer your ques 
tions coneerning Michigan. 

1. I know that Michigan isias good a fruit 


growing state as it always hes been. The . 


United States census of 1910 shows that there 
Aas been some falling off in the last ten years 
in the production of small fruite>but-this is 
more than offset by the increase in the pro- 
duction of orchard fruits. Of fruit growing 
in the state the 1910 census says: 

“ Strawberries are by far the most impor- 
tant of the small fruits rnaiged in Michigan, 
with raspberries and loganberries ranking 
next, and blackberries and dewverries rank- 
ing third. The total acreage of small fruits 

~ fn 1909 was 21,419 and in 1899 29,197, a decrease 
of 26.6 per cent. The preduction in 1909 was . 
27,215,000 quarts, as compared with 40,168, 000 
quarts in 1889, and the value$2,020,000 as com- 
pared with $1,680,000. 

“ Orchard fruits, grapes, and nate, 1908 and 
1890—The acreage devoted to these products 
was not gecertained. In comparing one year 

with the other the number of trees or vines 
of bearing age is on the whole a better index 
of the general changes or tendencies than 
the quantity of product, but the data for the 
censuses of 1910 and 1900 are not closely com- 


parable, and the product is therefore com- . 


pared, although variations may be due large- 
ly to temporarily favorabie or unfavorable 
climatic cdnditions. 

“The totdl quantity of orchard fruits pro- 
duced in 1909 was 15,220,000 bushels, valued © 
at-$9,021,000. Apples contributed about four- 
fifths of this quantity, peaches and nectarines 
and pears most of the remainder, The pro- 
duction of grapes in 1008 amounted to 120,- 
696,000 pounds, valued at. $1,581,000, and) of 
nuts to 961,000 pounds, valued at $19,000. Moet 
of the nuts consisted of black walnuts, hick- 
ory nuts, and buttermuts. 

“The production of all orehard fruits to- 
gether in 1908 was 54.4 ptr cent more than in 
1800, while the production of grapes was 
about three times as great in 1908 as in 1889. 


The value of orchard fruits increased from - 


$3,676,000 in 1898 to $9,021,000 in 1200, and 
of grapes from $508,000 in 1898 to $1,581,000in 
1909. It should be noted in this compection 
that the values for 1899 include the value of 
more advanced products such as cider, vine- 
gar, dried fruits, and the like, and may there- 
fore involve some duplication, while the 
Values shown for 1909 relate only'to the prod- 
ucts in their original condition.” 

You must study éxactly the locality where 
fruit will succeed. Fruit will not succeed, by 
any means, im all parts of Michigan. The 
prevailing winds-from Lake Michigan decide 
the boundary of good fruif lané, providing 
eoil and all other conditions are right. 

¢ i don’t think the Chicago drainage canal 
will have the slightest effect on,the climatic 
conditions in Michigan as regerds fruit grow- 
dig, althéugh I have been unable to find any 
authority om the subject. I have heard this 
gubject discussed, but there seems to be noe 
real reason why the drainage canal will effect 
the prevailing winds. .

$8.14 per-acre in 1899. The same authority 
places the avetage range for land in that seq- 
tion at $10 to §25 per acre.

BG weakness*in a flock of half- -gTOwD 

chicks is due to several causes. It 

rgenerally makes ite appearance in 

flocks ranging*from three to six 

months of age, and the cockerels are 
Mere apt to be affected than the pullets. 

One of the causes is the overfeeding of fat 
producing foods, the weight of the body being 
increased to sucH an extent the legs are un- 
able to properly support the extra weight 
thus created.

When I gay ‘that a woman 
with a practical knowledge of meat cuts and 
how to buy and use them can save at least 50 
per cent on her meat bill I am not exas- 
gerating the slightest bit.

Two Soup Bone Menus. 

When I began housekeeping my aunt gave 
me the following menus for two good meals 
on a 5 cent soup bone. Of course, in a largé 
family a 10 or 16 cent soup bone will be need+ 
ed. There are only three in our family, 
My butcher gives me a good bone with a good 
sized piece of meat onit. The meat is tough, 
but my careful cooking it ig made delicious. 
I remove the greater part of the meat from 
the bone and cut {t in half, The bone is put 
on the stove in ¢old water and ailowed to 
simmer all day. This should make three 
pints of rich stock. . 

For the first meal cook haif the meat in 
one pint of stock with a cupful of navy beans 
and two slices of bacon. The béans.are al- 
lowed to absorb nearly all the water and are 
brought to the table on a platter with the 
meat on top With this dinner I serve one 
other vegetable, either spinach, stewed to- 
matoes, or baked onions, apple sauce, and 
lettuce salad with French dressing. 

The secon®meal consists of boiled cabbage 
and potatoes, stewed apricots or peaches, 
and cake or crackers. This tastes better 
than it sounds I first brown the remainder 

f the meat in a frying pan, then add @ 
pint of the stock and ia little water 
and remove it) to a Yarge kettle in 
which it simmers until tender. Then I add 
a small head of cabbage, cut in lengths of 
quarters, according to size of the head. This 
cabbage is-only half covered with the stock. 
On top. of the cabbage the potatoes are placed 
where they are cooked by the steam... The 
cabbage is brought to the table on the plat- 
ter with the meat. The liquorin which the 
meat and vegetables were cooked is thick- 
ened for gravy. From this 5 cent squp bone 
there still remains a pint of stock, which is 
used for vegetable soup for another dinner,

Oc- 
casionally we meet some one who déclares 
ghe is poisoned by strawberries—I myself 
have met such people, but they are greatly | 
is the minority. When strawberries are 
ripe and fresh they are ustally wholesome 
es well as delicious, and it is worth wh'le 
for any housekeeper to study wayein which 
te present.them to her family. 

Not that there is any better method than 
4o offer them au naturel, either hulled, 
to be sthothered.in sugar and créam, or, 
qith their caps on, to be dipped in suger 
end eaten with the fingers, as our English 
gousips serve them.

Wages||of the Child. 


“The question which was asked by you, , 


‘To whom .belong the wages of the child?’ 
can be looked at from yarious points of 
view. The letter of ‘ Young Man’ shows 
him to be what I call a gelfish snob, But 
there ig mote to the question than the 
parents’ right or the child’sduty. A young 
wage earner needs to know how to spend 
money as well as to make it, and this can- 
not be done if every cent is turned over to 
the parents, nor if all the money earned is 
epent on the earner. The case where the 
child is saving for some special purpose, 
such as extra schooling, perhaps does not 
belong to the discussion »My belief is, as 
soon asthe child enters the ranks of the 
Wage earners a sum of money should be 
paid every week for board, whether the 
parents need it or not. Further to learn 
the value of the money, the child should be 
taught to buy his own clothes, and allowed 
something for spending money. Not to ai- 
low the child who has earned the money 
something for spending is a gross wrong. 
To my mind, beyond the board question, it 
is hard to make a rule. On the other hand, 
it is hard on children who have to make 
their own way to contribute much of their 
substance to their parents. In my own 
ease I handed over a good portion of my 
salary to my parents for years, denying 
myself to make them e¢omfortabié, and 
when they were gone and there was enough 
left to have reimbursed mie, everything was 
given tb the sons and not one cent to me.

Mrs. Barton's Answers | to Inquiries Concerning Dressmaking. 


H. H:: No one need expect good results in 
machine sewing if care has not been given 
to thé selection of the needle, thread, and 
stitch necessary for different mpaferiala Do 
not ugé a coarse needle with fine thread or 
silk ahd a short stitch, nor tao fine a needle 
and thread with\a long stitch. Machine 
needles of reooghized manufacture are grad- 
ed) in six or seven sizes, each Size being suit- 
able for certain sizes of thread or silk, for 
certain lengths of stitches, and for certain 
materials. Each package of these needles is 
marked either by numeral or letter, the 
‘printed directions giving the number of the 


, thread it may be used with, and your sewing 


machine teacher or book of general inetruc- 

tions will téll you just what needle, thread, 

and stitch to select for different fabrics. 

Some machines have a tabulated guide for 

the proper selection of needle,’'thead, and 

stitch engraved on the sewing plate; this isa» 
valuable aid to good sewing and ehould be 

carefully studied and applied. The length of¢ 
stitch is regulated by a small lever conven- 

iently placed on the sewing plate. The stitch 

lever should be adjusted each time the mate- 

rial to be stitche@. requires a different needle 
and thread. This selection of needle, thread, 

and stitch is of vited importance, and yet it 
seems to entail the moet common mistakes. 
The home sewer dften utes a No. lor No. 2 
necdlé and a No. 10 or No. 12 stitch for all 
kinds Of sewing and never thinke of changing 
unless the needle breaks. 

Pulling the work while sewing will stub-the 
needle and make a poor stitch. A stubbed 
needle will also cut the thread in such a way 
as to let the seam Mp When the garment is 
worn, and will, by constantly striking in the 
wrong place, seriously affect the machine. 
Yet a etubbed needleis frequently to be found 
in a home sewing machine. If a needlé is 
improperly placed the sewing results will be 
poor. In some machines the needle adjuet- 
ment is easier than in others, but in all ma- 
ehines the adjustment should be carefully ac- 
complished, not only because of the effect on 
the work but also because of injury to the 
machine if this is not done.

M: Mc.: There are many different kinds 
of collar supports, but the covered silk wires 
made fot holding up. a collar are most com- 
fortable and pretty in a met collar, giving the 
effect of a silk ¢émbroldery stitch on the right 
side.

Then bone both sides of the collar at the 
center back.

Sew 
each support in carefully, with close, fine 
stitches on each bide, and the life of the collar 
as well as of the supports will be twice as 
long as in & collar indifferently boned.

M. K.: The little undershirts and bends 
should be selected with special care as to 
texture and quality. Both for winter and 
summer the shirts should be of a medium 
weight wool mized with cotton or silk, al- 
though a lighter weight shirt may be wern 
by a summer baby than by a winter baby. 
‘The part of the body which is covered by 
bands requires the same photection winter 
or summer. For the first six weeks use the 
bands made of flannel. These should bé 
cut six inches wide and twenty-seven inches 
long. The edges may be pinked or left plain. 
No sewing is required, as a hem would only 
ridge the delicate flesh. After six weeks 
this band may be replaced by a ribbed one 
with shoulder straps. At least four bands 
a@re required, and these easily may be cut 
out of three-quarters or a yard of flannel. 
A better quality is necessary than that re- 
quired for the petticoats, and @ non-irritating 
grade of wool and cotton used, which costs 
at least 75 ¢ents a yard. As it would not be 
possible to buy good wool shirts within the 
price Innit of $12 for the léyette. these, toa, | 
must be made out of flannel. The same grade,. 
or a slightly cheaper quality than for the 
bands may be bought. From two yards and’ 
& quarter of 30 inch flannel you can cut four-. 
little shirts, and at 75 cents a yard the total 
cost will be $1.48

Aas the separate skirt is distinctly not 
dréssy, aifn for utility as well as style in its 
makitig. Leét it Clear the ground by at least 
two inches, unless the hips are big, when an 
inch and a half is better, open at left side r~ 
down middie of front, and finish it with a 
three to five inah hem. Select a two, three, 
or four plege pattern. The average width is 
two yarde. Where the hips are big a two 
piece pkirt Makes one lock larger. For 
tennis,/climbing, or other sports, buttom the 
skirt,érém top to bottom. The lower buttons 
canthus be opened during exercise. Make 
With high or normal Waist lind, as is be 
coming. The former is more popular, but 
does not give opportunity for smart belting 
and buckles. 

As it is easter for the home aresemeker 
to use the same pattern a setond time, make 
all of your separate skirts along the same 
lines. A few simple touches will give va- 
riety and make the skirts seem different. 

Thus the séame could be treated differently. 
In one skirt there might be a flat fell, a half 
inch deep, finished on the right instead of 
wrong side’; in another the ordinary seam 
is sewed on the Wrong side, pressed open and 
stitched a quarter of an inch each side the 
seam liné on the fight'side, Again, the gores 
may be cut an inch wider and turned cover 
into an oVerlapping tuck, or the gores may be 
laid with the wrong side of the top plete 
to the right side of the under piece, baste 
carefully a half inch from the edge, see that 
the skirt fits; Mark by a thread whéte seam 
goes; take the)skirt apart, and on the edge 
of the top pie¢e—which hase first beefi evened 
if not the same width from the seam through- 
out length—draw a scallop, pad slightly and 
buttonholé in mercerized cotton. Rebaste 
the pieces and #titch on the right side. 

This overlapping scallop is effective. The 
under edge must be overcast if the material 
frays. ;

And did you ever guess for a minute that 
if you could look down below the stage just 
one story you would see what some of these 
same flowers of yesteryear are doing? 

Down in the dark, dank basement, in a 
long narrow passageway or housed in a tiny 
room, these same girls bend over a sewing 
machine jor stoop over huge, | becluttered 
trunks. . | 

They have become the. wardrobe mistresses 
of the large’ musical shows, and they must 
oversee each dress, must carefully note the 
wear and tear on each garment, must mend 
it when it is torn, must clean it) when it is 
dirty, must pack it when it is time to move on.

Southern Ilinois:'Good Field. 

Mrs. Ella 8. Stewart, former president of 
the Ilinois Equal Suffrage assogiation, has 
returned from her tour of the southern coun- 
ties of Illinois, ‘a igection barren of suffrage 
sentiment, witha glowing report of the 
growth of the moyement in what was termed 
only two years ago "darkest Egypt.” 

** Southern Illinois ts a good field for culti- 
vation,”’ said Mrs. Stewart upon her return 
home Wednesday evening. ‘There have 
never been any suffrage speakers down 
there except for the oceasional tours of Miss 
Harriet Grim; the question has not been 
agitated and the! true. condition of thought 
was not known. 

‘I found the interest surprisingly great 
and encouraging in every town I visited. 
There was a splendid spirit of cotJperation 
everywhere. While there was tio local suf- 
frage organization in many of the counties 
to arrange meetings for me, the club women 
invariably came!to my assistance and ex- 
pressed a willingness to work for woman's 
suffrage. 

“In speaking with the leading men in the 
towns I found they were more than favor- 
able to the measure. They frequently said, 
‘Surely if the illiterate man is given a vote 
my wife is entitled to it.’’ I talked three 
times a day, in the schoolhouses, tn the pub- 
lic squares, in thé churches, and in public 
halls. In fact. T talked incessantly. When

With reaaae to England, her position in 
thie crisis isia peculiar one. and so much 
misunderstood that it stands in need of some 
little explanation. She deplores that the 
issue should have been raised at this junc- 
ture. But notwithstanding her alliance with 
Japan she would deplore still more if that 
power’s pretensions were conceded by the 
United States, Great Britain will even en- 
courage the federal government to resist 
them to the utmost. For she realizes that 
if this country yields in the matter be it ever 
so little, the Japanese will at once, on the 
strength thereof, proceed to make similar 
demands upon her respecting her great self- 
governing dependencies, namely, Australia,

The anti- Asiatic legislation of these huge 
colonies is much more drastic than here in 
America, and\far more humiliating to Japa- 
riese pride and national sentiment.

In Canada and in South Africa itis labor 
problems which are largely responsible for 
the policy of Asiatic exclusion. But in Aus- 
tralia the colored races exclusion act hes 
been prompted by a sense of danger to the 
existence of the commonwealth. Australia 
is a continent of about 3,000,000 square miles, 
with a white population of about 4,000,000. 
It has a se@board 9,000 miles long, and the 
entire northern portion of the continent being 
tropical, it is unfitted for whige labor or ex- 
ploitation, though rich in mineral wealth, and 
extraordinarily fertile. The total white pop- 
lation of this northern territory is a little 
over 2,000, and has been stationary for fifteen 
years past. Its latent riches can only be de- 
The aborigines, 
pome 15,000 in number and rapidly dying out, 
are unfitted for the purpose. Yet, sooner 
than introduce colored labor, even under re- 
atrictions, the Australians prefer to leave all 
this land idle. For-they feel convinced that

This treaty of alliance with Japan dates 
from 1902, and was entered into by Lorg 
Lansdowne, then minister of foreign affairg 
in Downing street, because of his discovery 


of the existence of negotiations between. 


Russia and Germany prejudicial to England's 
interests in the orient. It was revised fy, 
1905, and its scope extended from the far 
east to the near east. In 191] it was again 
revised; this time by Sir Edward Grey, then 
as now in charge of England’s foreign re. 
lations. 

Moreover, at the imperial conference held 
in London in 1910, in which all the premiers 
of the self-governing English colonies took 
part, Canada, New Zealand, the South Afr. 
can Union, but especially Australia, brought 
the utmost ‘pressure to bear upon Sir Eq. 
ward Grey to break off the alliance with 
Japan, not only because it was distastefyj 
to King George's colonial lieges, and alts. 
gether fnimical to their interests, but be. 
cause it was liable to embroil Great Britain 
with the United States, whose friendship 
was of immeasurably greater value, econ. 
omically and politically, to the British em. 
pire than that of Japan. 

Sir Edward, who is fond of temporizing, 
did not see his way to throw down the gaunt- 
let to Japan by denouncing the treaty of 
alliance. But taking advantage of the fact 
that a treaty of international arbitration had 
been negotiated between the governments of 
the United States and Great Britain, he de-, 
termined to amend the alliance with Japan, 
by inserting the following paragraph in the 
revised treaty.. Numbered Article IV,, it 
réads as follows: 


‘*Sbould either- high contracting party 


conclude a treaty of general arbitration with 
a third power it is agreed that nothing in 


this agreement shall entail upon such con- 


tracting party an obligation to go to war 
with the power with whom such treaty of 


arbitration is in force.”

This paragraph was condemned roundly 


by the Japanese press as depriving the alll- 


ance of any further value to their country. 
At the same time it was hailed in Great 
Britain ard in her colonies ae eliminating

Landscape gardening is not 
a new profession among women, but itis not 
a developed field. Design and color also en- 
ter into this course of preparation. The col- 
lege woman is taking up this work with the 
idea of planning private gardens in particu- 
lar. 

The museum too ts offering an opening to 
the women of special training. _The student 
of archxology and Egyptology is finding 
that she is useful in the art museums where 
expert cataloguing and the writing of short 
historic: of exhibits and general assistant 
duty tg the director are needed. One young 
woman in this work has found that while 
it. is pessible for the untrained worker to suc- 
ceed in this line, the advance naturally is 
much slower. After a year’s work she now 
is farther advanced in her usefulnesa to the 
museum than an untrained worker who has 
been in the same place for several years. 

In this same way the college woman is 
delving seriously into designing of gowns 
and hats as well as houses and furniture; 
she is studying the new social conditions and 
entering the big stores of the land as the 
director for schools for clerks. She helps the 
shop girls in their pleasures, their clothes, 
their health, their education, and their trou- 
bles. She is making herself a special guide 
in travel parties, and she is doing every- 
thing that she can do to take from college 
training the sting of mere ornamentation.
